Pope John Paul IJ and British Catholic leaders 
expressed sympathy for the victims of an Oct. 12 bomb 
attack in England against British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and other government members. 


Four persons were-killed and more than 30 wounded by 
the blast at a hotel in Brighton, where Mrs. Thatcher, 
who, escaped unharmed, was staying during a 
Conservative Party convention. 


‘““HIS HOLINESS prays that: God will convert the 
hearts of all those tempted to use violence...to gain’ their 
ends, since a just society can only be achieved by peaceful 
means inspired by respect for the dignity of every human 
being,’’ said a telegram sent on behalf of the pope by 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of state. The 

- cable was released at the Vatican Oct. 13. 


The telegram was sent to Archbishop Bruno Heim, 
apostolic pronuncio to England, who was asked ‘‘to 
convey the expression of this prayerful sympathy to the 
prime minister, to the families of the victims, to those 
injured and to all affected by this act of futile hatred.”’ 


. The Irish Republican Army, which is conducting a 


guerrilla war in Northern Ireland against British rule,’ 


claimed responsibility for the attack. 


“THE BOMB outrage in Brighton was a brutal 
assault on innocent human life,’’ said Auxiliary Bishop 
James Gerald Lennon of Armagh, Ireland. Bishop 
Lennon, who.-released a statement on behalf of Cardinal 
Tomas O’Fiaich, said the bombing was ‘‘a crime against 
God and humanity, to be condemned unreservedly and 
without qualification.”’ 


Expressions of sympathy and outrage also were sent to 
Mrs. Thatcher by Archbishop Derek Worlock of 
Liverpool, vice president of the Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference of England and Wales, and by Anglican 
Archbishop Robert Runcie of Canterbiiry, president of 
the British Council of Churches.

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Bishops may allow Tridentine Rite; 
Bishop Maher sees little chance of use 


Pope John Paul II has decided to allow bishops to 
permit limited use of Tridentine Rite Masses, which had 
been replaced by liturgical reforms of the Second Vatican 
Council. 


The decision will have little effect on San Diego, 
according to a statement issued Oct. 19 by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher. The decision is expected to make little 
difference in other parts of the United States. 


THE GUIDELINES were detailed in a letter to the 
heads of bishops’ conferences from the Vatican’s 
Congregation for Divine Worship. The letter. was made 
public by the Vatican press office Oct. 15 after an Italian 
news agency revealed its contents. . 


“No bishop can act on the newspaper article. It is 
necessary for him to obtain the documents directly from 
Rome through the office of the Pronuncio,’’ Bishop 
Maher said. 


According to the new guidelines, interested groups 
must make requests to their bishops that such services be 
held. The bishops can approve the services for churches 
and oratories, but the rite is to be permitted in parish 
churches only in ‘‘extraordinary cases.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP AUGUSTIN Mayer, recently named 
prefect of the congregation, said such ‘‘extraordinary 
cases’’ could include groups of parishioners who want the 
Tridentine Mass celebrated regularly in their parish 
churches. 


‘“‘Certainly we would see no reason in this area for a 
Tridentine Mass on a parish level,’’ Bishop Maher said. 
He added that any final interpretation of the statement 
will come after he receives the document from Rome. 


The fact that the guidelines instruct bishops to grant 
permission for the rite only in response to serious pastoral 
reasons could be a limiting factor in its use, according to 
Father John Gurrieri, executive director of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy. 


‘““NOSTALGIA IS not a serious pastoral reason, 
because if that were the case, why wouldn’t we be able to 
celebrate Mass as it was celebrated in the 1930s?’’ said 
Father Gurrieri.

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Global hunger could end by 2000, church leaders told

MISSION BAY — Nearly 100 church, community 
and civic leaders were told Oct. 18 that it is possible to end 
world hunger'by the year 2000. 


The announcement came at a countywide conference 
on food and hunger held at the San Diego Hilton Beach 
R was organized by 


Hunger Coalition and the 
SPEAKERS TOLD the audience about global and 
countywide hunger. 


Troy Hardin, from MONY (an insurance brokerage 
firm), quoted statistics compiled by the Hunger Project, a 
non-profit corporation that hopes to end hunger and 
starvation by the end of the century. 


“Thirty-five thousand a day die of hunger. More 
people have died of hunger in the past five years than 
have been killed in all the wars, revolutions and murders 
in the past 150 years. Thirteen to 18 million people a year 
die because of hunger and malnutrition. That’s 28 people 
a minute, 18 of whom are children under age five,”’ 
Hardin told the audience. 


THE AIM of the Hunger Project is to reduce the 
infant mortality rate around the world to less than 50, 
Dan Hrigora, a spokeperson for the Hunger Project, said. 
The infant mortality rate is the number of infants who die 
before age one in a given year per 1,000 live births. 


Enough food exists to feed every person on earth, 
Hardin said. ‘‘There are 4.8 billion people on earth. Last 
year we produced enough food to feed 7 billion people,”’ 
he added. 


About $25 billion a year could eliminate hunger in the 
world, Hrigora said. ‘‘That’s three days of the U.S.’s 


- gross national product...and less than is spent on tobacco 


and alcohol in the U.S. every year.’’ 


*“*SINCE 1960, hunger has ended in 41 countries. 
These countries now have an infant mortality rate of less 
than 50,”’ Hrigora said. He cited Bulgaria, Lebanon and 
Kuwait as examples. 


Hunger is not inevitable, Hardin said. A number of 
global organizations, including the United Nations, have 
re-examined the data and discovered world hunger can be 
eliminated by the turn of the century, he said. 


A survey by the San Diego Hunger Coalition revealed 
hunger is not confined to Third World countries but 
exists in San Diego Courity as well. A survey of 1,000 
households in the county indicated 18 percent of these 
queried’ experienced hunger problems at some time 
during 1983. The survey was conducted in late 1983 and 
early 1984. 


REFERRING TO the survey, Laurel Gray, president 
of the San Diego Hunger Coalition, said out of a county 
population of 1.8 million, some 330 ,000 experienced 
hunger some time during 1983. 


When families run out of food 44 percent of them turn 
to friends, neighbors and relatives, Gray said. Seventeen 
percent get food stamps and another 12 percent turn to 
churches or agencies. Twenty-seven percent of those 


surveyed simply ‘‘ate less’’ when the food supply ran out; 
he said. 

Two other speakers talked about the plight of San 
Diego’s homeless and the work of the San Diego Food 
Bank and Resource Exchange, an organization which 
channels the food it receives to the coy through other 

~ agencies.

. SHARE, ‘detailed SHARE’s work to combat hunger 
locally. ‘‘People receiving food from SHARE don’t have 
to income qualify...It’s a safety net for those don’t qualify 
for other programs’’ but need help, she said. 


About 40,000 people a month are served by SHARE, 
an activity of the Catholic Church, Ms. Hardin said. 
‘For $12 and two hours of community service, 
participants receive $30-$40 of food-a month,”’ she said. 


The food supplements a Bo gseno: s own purchases, 
she said. 

THE COMMUNITY service requirement helps 
develop human resources, Ms. Hardin said. SHARE ‘‘ist 
working to get those receiving the food to be the bulk of 
the labor force’’ responsible for the food distribution, she 
added. 


Next year SHARE is scheduled to begin in Chicago 
and Virginia, Ms. Hardin said.

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USD professor emeritus visits here

CLAIREMONT — A history professor who taught in 
the first class of the first full semester at a college that 
became part of the University of San Diego was honored 
recently by his former colleagues. 


Franciscan Father Francis Rigney was feted at a dinner 
held this month at the Town and Country Hotel in 
Mission Valley. He drove from the Franciscan retirement 
home in St. Petersburgh, Florida, ‘‘to see old friends,’’ he 
said. His roots are ‘‘rather deep in San Diego,’”’ he 
added. 


. HE ISA professor emeritus at USD, which is ‘‘just the 
title and nothing else.”’ 


Father Rigney was born in Chicago 81 years ago, he 
said, quickly adding, ‘‘Praise the Lord.’’ His loyalties to 
San Diego and Chicago were stretched during the 
baseball’s World Series, he said. ‘‘I was between the devil 
and the deep blue sea.’’ Father Rigney wanted both 
teams to win, he said. 


He was ordained in New Jersey, April 9, 1930. He 
taught at three institutions for four years before moving to 
Europe, where he earned a doctoral degree in history by 
£939; 


FATHER RIGNEY studied medieval and modern 
history for five of those years at the University of Berlin. 
‘I saw Nazism go up and start to go down,”’ he said. He 
thought it funny that Germans knew Chicago as ‘‘the 
gangster city.”’ 

“‘Who was a bigger gangster than Hitler?’’ he asked, 
chuckling at the irony. 

He left the University of Berlin late in 1939 and 


boarded the second to the last American boat out of 
Genoa, Italy, Jan. 29, 1940. 


A VARIETY of teaching and pastoral assignments in 
the south and east followed. His pastoral work was in El] 
Paso and Flagstaff, Ariz. 


Happy to be Catholic 


In 1954 he came to the San Diego College for Men asa 
professor of history and German. He was in charge of 
evening classes. 


He left the college for a year to teach in New York, but 
returned to the San Diego college in 1957. He remained 
at the university until 1973. Some of his duties included 
instruction to history graduate students, official university 
historian and head of the history department, he said. He 
was named a full professor of history in 1960. 


FATHER RIGNEY left USD in 1973 to work with the 
Franciscan Order in New York City. He retired in 1977 
at age 74. “‘It was high time,’’ he said. 


The priest marvels at the changes the university has 
undergone in its short history. When he joined the faculty 
the only buildings were the chancery, Camino and 
Founders halls. 


Camino and Founders halls were used by the San 
Diego College for Women, an institution run by the 
Religious Sisters of the Sacred Heart in conjunction with 
the San Diego diocese. The women’s and men’s colleges 
eventually were merged into the University of San Diego. 

“WE TAUGHT classes across Linda Vista Road 
where the high school is now,”’ he said, referring to what 
is now the University of San Diego High School. 


Since the college for men had just six classrooms and 40 
students when it opened, some classes had to be held at 
night, 

Father Rigney seemed impressed with the new 
buildings on the west end of campus, including the Olin 
Hall School of Business. ‘‘In the early years no one 
thought in terms of building anything there.’’ That area 
was used for a garden in the 750s. : 


HE WITNESSED considerable building while he 
worked at the college. The Immaculata and Serra and 
DeSales hall all were built during his tenure.

SANTIAGO, 31, and Angelina, 30, belong to a 
number of parish groups. 

For the past six months, Santiago organized the 
parish’s fall festival held in June. 

He has been vice-president of the Hispanic community 
for two years. The group plans religious activities such as 
celebrations for Our Lady of Guadalupe and Mother’s 
Day. It organizes posadas and sponsors fund-raising 
dances, lunches and breakfasts; proceeds go to the parish 
school and CCD program. 

ANGELINA IS certified by the diocese to teach a 
course in the sympto-thermal method of natural family 
planning. She is the only Spanish-speaking instructor 
certified by the diocese to instruct the method, which she 
says is 99 percent effective. 

She teaches a few couples at a time and uses the phone 
to follow the progress of each for-three months. 


Born in Mexico, the Gomezes were married 10 years 
ago at Our Lady of Guadalupe Church in San Diego. 
Their two boys attend St. John of the Cross School. 

ANGELINA VOLUNTEERS at the school as a 
Kindergarten teacher’s aide. She works mainly with 
Hispanic children — about 30 percent of the school’s

for Men and Women. ‘“‘I was very much in favor of that. 
It was the only sensible solution.’’

It seems that Larry’s ex 
was having trouble with the child, and also that the current live- 
in of Larry’s ex found the little girl abominable. 


Sarah and Larry were still getting ‘‘their own thing”’ 
established when the 14 enfant terrible appeared on the scene. All 
was now confusion, as Sarah and Wendy (the child) contended 
for Larry’s affection. There were frequent arguments among the 
three, and Wendy was having troubles in her new school. 
Wendy’s problems were nothing compared to Sarah’s. (so said 
Sarah), since business was suffering as a result of domestic strife. 
What would Esther advise? 


By this stage, I was avidly devouring a cold pasta salad and 
hoping rather desparately that Esther was a person of wisdom 
and sensitivity. No such luck. 


Esther carefully arranged some expensive looking rings as she 
counselled Sarah that.this was a ‘‘no-win relationship,’’ and that 
unless Larry had changed a great deal, he was still “‘locked into 
himself’’ and couldn’t really love either Wendy or Sarah. Wendy 
was not Sarah’s child and Larry was not Sarah’s husband, so 
why should Sarah ‘‘self-destruct’’ for them? It was time to cut 
her losses and quit. Maybe this would force Larry to make up his 
mind, and then Larry and Sarah could start their relationship 
again ‘‘on a new plateau.”’ 


Now I was no longer listening. My own monologue had begun 
as I nibbled on some tasty lamb. I was thinking of all the 
Wendys, Larrys and Sarahs who I never meet or hear about. It 
was as if all the cliches of the sixties and seventies had been 
personified and were crowded around my table at once. I was 
overwhelmed at their suffering and burdened by their confusion. 


Probably these fellow travelers were not anti-religious so much 
as they were a-religious. They might be agnostics, practical 
atheists or pagans. The result would be the same. In the course of 
Sarah’s heart-rending story, no mention had been made at all of 
any values or purposes or goals. No hint of commitment or 
anything which might transcend self-interest. 


I was thinking of my own community of believers and how 
much time and energy we spend on internal matters, mere 
housekeeping details, while all the Wendys, Sarahs and Larrys 
go on searching desparately for some foundation on which to 
build a life. There is a strong chance that Wendy and Sarah and 
Larry would not be interested in anything we have to say. But, 
have we ever spoken to them? 


It is my suspicion that there are quite a few Sarahs out there. ~ 


We can blot them out of our awareness by staying behind our 
own walls and concentrating on our domestic matters, but we do 
so at our own risk. If the message of Jesus is irrelevant to Sarah, 
then it must not be the true message of Jesus. 


The very essence of the Church is to evangelize, to go beyond 
itself and communicate the message it has received. In a certain 
sense then, all those Larrys and Wendys and Sarahs are a 
judgment against us and our narrow parochialism. 


True enough, the ship of faith must keep itself intact if it is to 
sail and remain seaworthy. At the same time, a large number of 
our efforts seem to be about as meaningful as re-arranging the 
deck chairs on the Titanic.

WASHINGTON (NC) — When the 


98th Congress finally wrapped up and. 


went home in mid-October — a week 
after it-planned — it was vulnerable to a 
label not uncommon for election-year 
legislatures, ‘‘do-nothing Congress.’ 


It did more than nothing but less than 
many people wanted. 


There was a little something for 
everyone, from left to right, religious to 
secular groups, conservative Republican 
to liberal Democrat, involved in pushing 
Congress to act on numerous issues, but 
few outside influences or their friends in 
Congress itself got all of what they 
wanted. 


For example, pro-lifers achieved their 
goal of again preventing government 
funding of abortions through Medicaid or 
means such as medical services provided 
military personnel and their families. 


New restrictions on fetal research were 
approved. And pro-lifers saw a ‘“Baby 
Doe”’ bill passed and signed into law, a 
measure to -protect the lives of 
handicapped newborns from being denied 
medical treatment. But a major anti- 
abortion initiative, the Hatch 
Amendment, went down to defeat in the 
Senate in 1983. 


“‘Significant gains were made and 
consolidated on abortion funding. There 


- was significant progress on treatment of 


handicapped newborns, and we saw a 
beginning to resolution of debate over 
federally-supported fetal research,’’ said 
Richard Doerflinger, legislative assitant 
at the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Office for Pro-Life Activities. 
He described the Hatch admendment’s 
demise as a victory in the sense that such 
a constitutional proposal even came 
before the whole Senate for a vote. 


Advocates of stricter criminal laws 
succeeded, with White House backing, in 
getting a major anti-crime measure 
passed at the 11th hour. But the law did 
not include a big goal of the Reagan 
administration and its Republican and 
conservative allies: re-institution of the 
death penalty for certain federal crimes. 


Public interest groups, including the 
U.S. Catholic. Conference and other 
religious organizations, warned against 
further large installments of military aid 
to El Salvador. Such reaction forced 
House and Senate to wrestle with the testy 
issue often during the two years.of the 
98th Congress. 


But in the end, impressed with the 
election and subsequent actions of 
Salvadoran President Jose Napolean 
Duarte, Congress decided to supply the 
Salvadorans with some $180 million in 
funds for fiscal 1985 — on top of two 
separate installments of $64.8 million and 
$62 million approved earlier for fiscal 
1984. 


Enthusiasm on and off Capitol Hill for 
immigration reform could not save an 
omnibus immigration legislation package 
which died in the last days of the session. 
Disagreement by widely varying outside 
groups, including Hispanics, religious 
officials, agricultural businesses and 
others, often working at cross purposes to 
each other, was credited with scuttling the 
package. 


““No law is better than a bad law,”’ said 
Archbishop Patrick Flores of San 
Antonio, Texas, who said he was 
“happy” the bill died. Along with other 
things, the bill would have given amnesty 
to thousands of illegal aliens and 
penalized employers who hired illegals. 


Social justice legislation chalked up 
victories and defeats. 


The major civil rights legislation of the 
98th Congress, the 1984 Civil Rights Act, 
was dumped in the waning days of the 
98th. It would have overturned a 
Supreme Court ruling that federal funds 
to higher education institutions can only 
be denied to specific programs that 
discriminate against women or other 
minorities, not to the whole institution.

Pope John Paul II urged U.S. clergy to take the message of 
Catholic unity back home during an Oct. 15 address to alumni of 
the North American College in Rome. 


‘*Your situation permits you to live the supernatural reality of. 


communion with the Church of Rome and with the bishop of 
Rome,”’ the pope said to the approximately 300 bishops and 
priests who attended a papal audience in the apostolic palace. 
The audience was part of the 125th anniversary celebration of the 
college, which was held Oct. 12-15. 


The pope also said that the result of this union with the Church 
of Rome is ‘‘communion with all’’ the Church. 


During his address the pope also told the alumni: 


‘*As you reflect here in this city on the reality which you have 
lived in past years, or are now living as students, you can see. that 
you are in an excellent position to be individual and corporate: 
witnesses’’ of the ‘‘Church’s unity manifested in diversity (and) 
lived in oneness of faith.”’ 


The pope also said that in celebrating the anniversary of their 
alma mater, the North American College graduates also 
celebrated their vocation. 


‘*You have come to proclaim your adherence to the Catholic 
priesthood within the mystery of the Church,’’ the pope said. 
“*You have come to profess with all the energy of your being that 
you believe in the unity of the body of Christ as it exists in your 
local churches’’ and in their union to the universal Church. 


The pope also praised the bishops of the United States for their 
“‘pastoral insight and generosity’? in maintaining a national 
seminary in Rome. 


“The Holy See joins you, the alumni and students, as you 
express your own deep thanks to the hierarchy of your country,”’ 
the pope said, praising the U.S. bishops’ “‘interest, 
encouragement and support’’ of North American College. 


Questions 
You’ve

With Father

Q. In your last column, you explained how we become 
members of a parish. Now I’d like to know why we should 
formally join a parish. I like to ‘‘float’’ from parish to 
parish. Is there any advantage in being attached to just a 
single parish? J.F. 


A. The main advantage of regular parish membership in a single 
parish can be summarized in one word: stability. When we 
belong to a particular parish, we receive the benefits of Christian 
ministry in an on-going and stable fashion. For example, if we 
are “‘floaters,’’ it is very hard for us (and. our children!) to be 
given regular and programmatic religious instruction. Regular 
parish membership also affords us the benefits of continuity in a 
variety of other areas: organized liturgical worship, a planned 
approach to evangelization and consistent promotion of social 
justice. Moreover, only through regular parish membership can 
we get to know the community; also, thé community can get to 
know us. Thus, we also benefit by meaningful pastor visitation, 
real care of the sick, concrete support for family life and on-going 
service to the poor. 


When we are regular parish members, our participation in 
parish life is made easier. We find our Christianity more 
meaningful if we have the opportunity to become involved in 
parish programs (especially liturgical programs), to cooperate in 
parish organization and financing and to make ourselves 
available for the various parish ministries. 


The 1983 Code of Canon Law also specifies the parish as the 
place where we are supposed to celebrate the sacraments. Our 
parish membership, therefore, includes with it both the right and 
the opportunity to receive Baptism, Confirmation, the Eucharist 
and the Sacrament of Reconciliation. It is in our parish generally 
speaking, where we are supposed to be married. And it is from 
our parish that we are supposed to be buried. 


Sometimes, ‘‘floaters’’ discover that they cannot be married or 
have their children baptized in parishes to which they do not 
belong because sacramental preparation cannot be completed. 


Furthermore, the sacraments are always~ community - 


celebrations. Thus, ‘‘floaters’’ are frequently referred to their 
proper parishes for the sacraments so that the sacramental 
celebrations wili truly be community celebrations.

It seems to me that today the mass of people in our 
world are more aware than ever before of the proximity of 
death and the value of life. With even our politicians 
forced to debate issues like euthanasia, abortion, and the 
human waste of war and our doctors attempting to define 
when life begins and ends, few of us can be ignorant of 
such things, or, indeed, be comfortable refusing to take a 
stand or at least hold an opinion. 


Even popular magazines are raising questions about 
life as opposed to existence or clinical definition, and no 
doubt we all have our ideas on what is or is not “‘living.’’ I 
recall one vigorous lady in her eighties complaining that 
her life was dull and listless — ‘‘It’s not ving, ’’ she said, 
then went on to recount an encounter at a bus stop where 
an elderly man but younger than she, had tried to strike 
up an acquaintance and ‘“‘pick her up.’’ One of the 
younger women turned to her and exclaimed, ‘“‘And you 
call that not living!’’ 

I SUPPOSE each of us has a different understanding 
of what constitutes real living and it seems to have been 


‘true since recorded thought. The early philosphers had 


their reflections — from Epicurus to modern time — and 
Jesus was aware enough of this to stress again and again 
what true life for His followers was. He came, He said, 
that we might have life and have it more abundantly. I am 
the bread of life. I give you living water.

The two sources of nourishment our physical bodies 
need He translated into Himself and left no doubt that He 
was speaking of spiritual, not merely physical life. He 
promised no death, eternal life, but on a different plane 
from the one we usually debate. For Him, as it must be 


' for us, true life is the relationship of love and trust and 


obedience all people are called to seek with God. Without 
that, there may be existence but no true life. 


Although far too many of us sigh with impatience when 
the life in faith is offered as a protection or cure of the 
problems that cause us so much stress and mental 
anguish, there is absolutely no doubt that trust in the 
invincible goodness of God’s care for us and acceptance of 
what we cannot change in life will gift us with peace of 
mind and unsuspected strength to endure or overcome 
many, many kinds of trouble. 


. I TRULY BELIEVE that it is precisely because we 
lost sight of this — and at one time or another most of us 
do — that God allows to occur what we call tragedy. Loss 
of all kinds, sickness, failure and so on, seem to me to be 
ways He has of nudging us to recall that there is more to 


‘life than the things we cherish, more to happiness than 


merely feeling good. It is as though He says, by forcing us 
to review what we are doing or feeling, ‘“There is so much 


more waiting for you, if you accept and return my love.”’ 
Or perhaps, ‘‘Remember what once we shared before the 
world came between us?”’ 


When we are brought to a halt by adversities — or for 
that matter, by great success — and find ourselves crying, 
‘“‘What went wrong?’’ or “‘Is this all there can be?’’ or 
‘‘How much more must I endure?”’ It is infinitely to our 
advantage to be silent and listen to what God will answer 
us. It might require some extensive listening and some 
profound quiet of mind and soul, but in time the words 
we all know so well, ‘‘Come to me all you who labor and 
are burdened,”’ will take on more pertinent and personal 
meaning and we. will begin to suspect that there is a 
fullness of life that we have been overlooking. 


Sometimes a person may be living more fully spiritually 
when having to cope with repeated problems than when 
comfortable and carefree. Often when looking back over 
hard times one will admit that they were also times of 
greatest self-knowledge and personal growth and, most 
importantly, of closer relationship with God. 


SO WHEN WE ponder life and death and all kinds of 
loss, and feel the brush against other dimensions and 
eternal values, it is good to look towards God, lean on 
Him, and let the dread and fear dissolve in trust and 
hope. 


In praise of the smattering and snippet 


Someone has said there are more than 50 words in the 
English language to be used as a substitute for ‘‘drunk.”’ 


It may well be that these have been coined because of the” 


pervasiveness of that condition. But think of another 
series of words which are of interest. Naturally there 
would be many substitutes to be used for ‘‘big’’: huge, 
grand, large, etc. How about those to describe something 
small? Their very sound can express littleness. Here are a 
few: dollop, snippet, dab, tad, smidgen, tidbit, 
smattering, sliver. Off then to a dictionary of etymology, 


- which suggests how a word might have come into the 


language. 

A dollop originally was a lump, something formless or 
clumsy. Yet a dollop of cream in some coffee is delicious. 
Snippet comes from ‘‘to snip, to cut.’’ A snippet became 
a little cutting. Sometimes a snippet is all you want. 


TIDBIT ORIGINALLY came from ‘“‘tid,’’ to 
advance slowly (like the ‘‘tide’’), then suggested 
something moderate. A bit comes from “‘bite,’’ to eat a 
little, to graze. (The bit in the horse’s mouth stopped it 
from eating.) A tidbit was something small but delicious 
— you ate it slowly to savor it. A dab was a ‘‘flattish”’ 
mass. In time it became a daub, a small bit of paint placed 
on a canvas. We know it from the slogan, ‘‘A little dab 
will do you.”’ 


From the Archives

The best dictionary of etymology was the work of that 
indefatigable researcher of the English language, Eric 
Partridge. His dictionary has been reissued to include 
some of his more recent findings before his death a few 
years ago. 


But the dab, the bit, the trifle, and the smattering 
attract. Why? In the musical comedy Barnum, a song 
describing tiny Tom Thumb says that “‘bigger isn’t 
better.”? Unfortunately it is an American custom to think 
that it is. 


ON THE OTHER side of the coin, even though a 
book some years ago announced ‘‘Small Is Beautiful,”’ 
that is not necessarily so. It can be recognized as beautiful 
when a tiny work is perfection, creates a harmony. In 
America there is great interest in miniatures, which 
become collector’s items: doll houses, furniture, model 
cars, glass. They please us because of the skill used when a 
large object is correct to the smallest detail in the 
miniature version. 


We once discussed ‘‘B’’ movies of the old days, to 
suggest it’s all right not to do the grand scale project but 
to settle for less. But littleness is something different. The 
idea here is to establish goals, boundaries, by trying to 


- render something small but perfect. 


‘‘Cameo”’ describes it: the small but exact portrait 
chiselled into stone, into shell. Why not ‘‘cameo”’ 
miniatures in the Church? Some priests object to weekday 
liturgies to which two or three people come. Why should 
that disturb them? Not every liturgy has to be a Sunday 
experience. — : 

IN THE INTIMATE gathering of a few around the 
altar, there can be as much perfection in praising God as 
in the larger Sunday setting. A priest begins an adult 
study class; if 30 people do not show up, he is 
disappointed and is willing to cancel. Why? Five or less 
deeply interested people, willing to make sacrifices, can 
become a perfect class. Things can be discovered in that 
smaller group which otherwise might have been lost. 


Too often the success of some Church activities is 
judged by numbers. In fact, more care, more attention, 
more detail can be given to a small group than to many. 
This column seeks to praise the smattering, the snippet, 
the cameo, which except for size, may be just as good, 
often better, than the large-scale operation. 


One of the great consoling lines in Scripture that all 
Christians should meditate upon is that of Christ, Who 
said: ‘‘Where two or three are gathered in My name, 
there am I.’’ If He was willing to settle for two or three, 
provided there was love, faith and hope, and He said He 
would-be t' ere, what more do we want? 


Catholic cemeteries Il — Mission San Diego 


When excavating in the east wing, archeologists 
discovered a cemetery of soldiers of the 1850s. The 
soldiers had dug burial plots through the floors and 
foundations which were not visible on the surface. Both 
civilians and soldiers were buried here at random, but the 
military coffins were draped with American flags. The 
bodies were identified through service records from the 

"National Archives. 


A third cemetery is thought to exist in the patio on the 
west side of the church. Entries in the death registers of 
Mission San Diego indicate that in 1777 burials were 
made ‘‘en el cementario de esta Mision de San Diego.” 
In 1781-2, Father Fermin Francisco de Lasuen reported a 
cemetery existing on the north side, extending the entire 
length of the church and sacristy, 28 féet wide. 


AN ENTRY made on August 29, 1807, indicated that 
Father Nicolas Lazaro was buried by Father Jose Sanchz 
‘‘en la Yglesia de esta Mision de San Diego.’’ On July 2, 
1812, Father Pedro Panto was also buried in the 
sanctuary by Father Geronimo Boscara with the help of 
Father Thomas Ahumada ‘‘en la Yglesia de este Mision 
de San Diego.’’ He died June 30, 1812. 


Also in the early 1890’s, entries read as follows: ‘ex el 
cementario Proxime a la Yglesia de esta Mision de San 
Diego,’’ and ‘‘en el cementario de esta Mision.”’ 


i) 


- During the secularization period, two _ separate 
instances occurred in which the bodies of priests were 
exhumed and re-buried away from the church. On Dec. 
28, 1853, Father Juan Crisostom Holbein went to the 
Mission and exhumed and reburied in one chest, the 
bones of three Franciscans. Their names were not entered 
in the Death Register Book entry 47, page 19 and 20, 
which states: 


‘*E] 27 de Dic iembre de 1853 sagué los huesos de tres 
RRPP Misioneros Franciscanos, cuyos nombre no se 
saber con certidumbre,.enterrdos en el presbiterio de 
la Iglesia de la Mision de San Diego, convertida en 
cuartel militar por los Americanos, hize poner en un 
mismo cajon los huesos de los mencionados Padres, y 
les di la Sepultura eclesiastica, el mismo dia en el 
cementario de la dicha Mision, y paraqua conste, lo 
firmé el mismo dia, mes, y ano.’? — J. Cnis. 
Holbein, Misionero Apostolico 


(Translated:) ‘‘On the 27th of December of 1853, I 
disinterred the bones of three Reverend Franciscan 
Missionaries, whose names are not known with 
certainty, buried in the Sanctuary of the Church of 
the Mission San Diego, converted by the Americans 
into a military barracks. I caused to have placed in 
the same box the bones of the three aforementioned 
Fathers, and I gave them Ecclesiastical burial the 
same day, month and year.’’ — J(uan) Cris(ostomo) 
Holbein (C.SS.CC.) 1849-1854, Apostolic 
Missionary 

It has since been proved that they are the remains of 


Fathers Nicolas Lazaro, Pedro Panto and Fernando 
Martin. 


In 1873, a cemetery was reported east of the present 
large courtyard near the new Rectory, where the bodies of 
Fathers Luis Jayme, Juan Figuer and Juan Mariner were 
found during the 1960s excavations. They had been 
removed from the church on April 26, 1804, by Father 
Mariano Payeras, Book I, page 103. The Jayme 
Memorial Cross at Mission San Diego stands near the 
spot where the bones were found. 
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USCC has ‘reservations’ 
with television regulation

WASHINGTON (NC) — Legislation establishing a 
national policy for local regulation of the cable television 
industry was approved by Congress shortly before it 
adjourned for the year. 


But Richard Hirsch, USCC secretary for 
communication, expressed ‘‘severe reservations’ about 
whether the measure serves the public interest or allows 
cable to realize its potential. 


HIRSCH OBJECTED specifically to provisions in the 
compromise bill concerning equal employment 
opportunities, franchise renewal, leased access channels 
and cross-ownership. 


The bill, approved by voice vote in the House and 
Senate, must be signed by President Reagan before it 
becomes law. 


Hirsch said Congress ‘‘gutted’’ provisions of the bill 
governing equal employment opportunity. 

THE COMPROMISE bill eliminates specific 
numerical requirements for the employment of women 
and minorities, but requires the Federal Communications 
Commission to certify annually that a cable system is in 
compliance with equal employment opportunity 
standards. Additionally, every five years the FCC must 
conduct a more extensive review of a cable operator’s 
employment records. : 


Hirsch said an earlier House version of the measure 
had required specific percentages for the hiring of women 
and minorities. 


““The section no longer has any teeth in it,’’ Hirsch 
said. ‘“You won’t have enforcement because you don’t 
have any criteria.... At best, it’s meaningless. At its 
worst, it’s deceptive.”’ 


HIRSCH CRITICIZED franchise renewal provisions 
of the legislation which he said do not guarantee adequate 
procedures for public consultation. 


The bill requires cities to allow the public to participate 
in franchise renewal negotiations, but does not set up 
specific procedures cities must follow in doing so. 


He also repeated earlier objections to provisions of the 
bill covering leased access channels, facilities which are set 
aside for use by independent programmers, including 
church, consumer and educational groups who contract 
with the cable operator for their use on a regular, paid 
basis. 


UNDER THE legislation, cable operators with 36 or 


' more channels will be required to designate channels for 


commercial use by persons not affiliated with the 
operator. However, cable operators are only under 
obligation to provide leased access channels for video 
services which offer programming comparable to that 
broadcast on televison. 


Hirsch had urged support for an amendment which 
would have made mandatory a minimum number of 
leased access facilities for cable systems with 20 or more 
channels.

Cuomo: Prayer first move against nuclear weaponry

ALBANY, N.Y. (NC) — Prayer is the first step in 
opposing nuclear weapons, New York Gov.. Mario 
Cuomo told a group of 500 anti-nuclear weapons activists 
at Albany High School Oct. 13. 


Cuomo began his speech by describing what the world 
would look like after a nuclear war. ‘‘Those are facts we 
all live with,’’ he said. 

““MANY OF us — when we think about them — when 
we grasp the real fragility of the world situation, we pray. 
That’s a good thing. That’s a beginning,’’ he said. 

‘That moves us to the next important step,’’ he said, 


adding that people must work together against the arms 
race. 
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Involvement in the nuclear freeze movement represents 
“‘the simplest form of moral affirmation,’’ he said. 


CUOMO ALSO praised the U:S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on war and peace, and added, ‘‘The bishops never 
spoke more intelligently.’’ His audience applauded the 
remark. 


The United States and the Soviet Union are 
‘‘consuming increasingly large parts of our resources to 
prepare for a war we dare not fight, cannot win, and will 
not survive,’’ Cuomo said. 


Money spent on the arms race should be rechanneled to 
government programs “‘to protect human life,’’ he said. 


HE CITED his $1,500 honorarium for a speech Sept. 
13 at the University of Notre Dame which he donated to a 
maternity service run by the Diocese of Albany. 


At a press conference after the Albany speech, reporters 
pressed the governor for further comments on the current 
debate on abortion and politics. 


“I am a great believer in (Chicago) Cardinal (Joseph) 
Bernardin’s seamless garment,’’ he said. The so-called 
“seamless garment’? approach affirms that Catholics 
support a range of issues involving human life, including 
Opposition to abortion and nuclear arms. 

“IT IS wrong to separate one life issue from another,”’ 
Cuomo added. 


Cuomo has said he personally opposes abortion but he 
and other Catholic politicians should not feel obligated to 
work for legislation to outlaw abortions. °

Officials of the U.S. Catholic Conference’s Justice and 
Peace Commission said they are ‘‘delighted’’ South 
African Anglican Bishop Desmond Tutu was named the 
1984 Nobel Peace Prize winner. _ 

They said they hope the award will draw attention to 
the problems of blacks in South Africa. 

“IT’S A superb decision. Magnificent,’’ said Father 
Rollins Lambert, African affairs adviser to the’ U.S. 
Catholic Conference’s Commission on International 


. Justice and Peace. 


Father William Lewers, USCC Justice and Peace 
Commission director, expressed ‘‘great pleasure, really 
jubilation,’’ at the announcement. ‘I’m delighted at the 
outcome.”’ ; 


“T think he’s one of the outstanding religious leaders in 


' the world today,’’ he added. 


BISHOP TUTU, secretary general of the South 
African Council of Churches, is an outspoken critic of his 
country’s system of racial laws and policies called 
apartheid (apartness). in the Afrikaans language 
developed by the early white settlers. ‘ 

In announcing the award Oct. 16, the Nobel awards 
committee called Bishop Tutu the ‘‘unifying leader in the 
campaign to resolve the problem of apartheid in South 
African 


“This year’s award should be seen as renewed 


recognition of the courage and heroism shown by black 


South Africans in their use of peaceful methods in the 


_ struggle against apartheid,’’ the committee said. 


THE 53-YEAR-OLD bishop, who was at the Anglican 
General Theological Seminary in New York at the time of 
the announcement, called the award ‘‘a wonderful 
political statement’’ which will ‘‘help focus the attention 
of the world’’ on South Africa. 


The award ‘‘acknowledges all those who have been 
involved in the liberation struggle for a new society in 
South Africa, a society where human beings matter 
because they are human beings,”’ said the bishop. 


New image, self-reliance... 
two churches end bingo 


STEUBENVILLE, Ohio (NC) — Two churches in the 
Steubenville diocese have slut down their bingo 
operations in an attempt to end disunity, become more 
self-reliant and shed the image of Catholics and bingo 
being inseparable. 


In August, Our Lady of Mercy Parish in Carrollton 
announced it was ending bingo. The parish council voted 
unanimously to eliminate the fund-raising activity. 


‘IT IS TIME to go beyond the popular impression 
that the Catholic Church and bingo are inseparable,’’ the 
council stated. 


Sts. Peter and Paul Parish in Lore City later became 
the second in the diocese to stop bingo. Father George J. 
Adams, pastor, said he hoped that what happened in his 
parish will become known elsewhere and ‘‘eventually get 
rid of the bingo scourge and plague.”’ 


‘‘Polarization has taken place amongst ourselves: those 
who think that bingo is not needed or is immoral and so 
will not work, and those who think that bills cannot be 
paid without it, and those who just would not help for any 
reason whatever,”’ the priest said in a statement attached 
to the weekend parish bulletin. 


“IT IS HARD enough to live in union with Jesus and 
each other without having something which makes 
factions within the community, tearing at the unity which 


is expected by Christ among his followers,’’ he continued. . 


Father Adams said his decision came after prayer and 
consultation with parishioners and other priests. 


“TI came to the decision that our community of faith will 
have to live without the financial support of many who are 
not members of our community,’’ he said. 


AMONG OTHER reasons for discontinuing bingo, 
the priest said that utility and maintenance costs for the 
bingo hall had not been met because of recent low 


* attendance. 


Noting that some Catholics think playing bingo 
““profanes the Lord’s Day,’’ he suggested that the social 
hall be more fittingly used for prayer meetings on 
Sundays after Mass, and said the hall will also be 
available for rental. 


““As Catholics, we have to concede that it is time that 
we begin to pay our own way, which can be done if we 
tithe,’’ he said. ‘‘Your generosity will have to’shine.’’ 
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‘would hardly be asking for the Tridentine Mass.’ 


‘“‘More than anything else, it is a corporate recognition 
of the sufferings of so many innocent people brought on 
by the most’ vicious society since Nazism and 
communism,’’ Bishop Tutu said. 


FATHER LAMBERT said the prize could benefit 
Bishop Tutu in his work. ‘It might save him from 
persecution.’’ 


Bishop Tutu has been denied a passport to travel 
abroad and must apply for temporary travel documents 
which are also frequently denied, said a Catholic official 
familiar with the South African. 


Father Lambert doubted the prize would have any 
effect on the South African government. ‘““They’ve been 
nearly impervious to criticism for years.”’ 


THE U.S. State Department issued a congratulatory 
statement, calling Bishop Tutu a champion of non- 
violence. It said the U.S. ‘‘supports a peaceful change 
away from apartheid.’’ 


““We’re very pleased to hear it,’’ said Jean Sindab, 
executive director for the Washington Office on Africa, a 
legislative lobby group which focuses on southern Africa. 


““We knew he was nominated and we felt his efforts 
were deserving of this award,’’ she added. ‘‘We hope it 
will draw the attention of the world to the atrocities.and 
violence in South Africa.’’ 


BISHOP TUTU was in Washington Oct. 5 for a 
Senate hearing on South Africa as a guest of Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass. The forum was postponed by a 
prolonged congressional budget debate. 


However, the bishop attended a luncheon sponsored by 
the senator and attended by Fathers Lambert and Lewers. 


In a statement released Oct. 16, Kennedy applauded

“One (U.S.) bishop told me he wouldn’t grant this 
under any circumstances in his diocese,’’ Father Gurrieri 
said, ‘‘He couldn’t foresee how this would respond to the 
needs of any people in his diocese.”’ 

The replacement of the Tridentine Mass had been one 


~ of the most controversial moves of Vatican II. 


SOME-GROUPS, notably the followers of French- 
born Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, former archbishop of 
Dakar, Senegal, openly defied the Vatican by continuing 
to celebrate the rite. Groups in the United States, France, 
Germany, Austria, Switzerland, Great Britain and New 
Zealand’ also persisted in unauthorized celebrations of 
Tridentine Masses. 


The 1970 Missal of Pope Paul VI contained the 
reformed liturgy approved by Vatican II which replaced 
the liturgy of the Tridentine Rite, which had been based 
on a text approved by Pope Pius V in 1570. The new 
order of the Mass called for the liturgy to be celebrated 
generally in the language of those participating in the 
celebration. : 


Archbishop Mayer emphasized that the new indult for 
the Tridentine Rite was not given as a concession to 
Archbishop Lefebvre and his followers. The new 
guidelines stipulate that those requesting permission for 
the rite must accept the liturgical changes included in the 
new Roman Missal. Archbishop Lefebvre and_ his 
adherents have denounced the new liturgy and other 
Vatican II reforms. 

UNDER THE Roman Missal, Latin could still be 
used as a language for Mass, but it was no longer the only 
language in which Mass could be celebrated. According 
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the recognition and said “‘it is a cause for great 
celebration to learn he is to receive this recognition.’’

PREVIOUSLY, POPE Paul VI had only allowed the 
continued celebration of Tridentine Masses under two 
special circumstances. 


In the first case, aged priests could receive special 
permission to celebrate the rite as long as they celebrated 
it privately, without a congregation. That exception was 
only to be allowed in instances where the priest would face 


_ grave difficulty celebrating the new rite because of 


advanced age or serious infirmity. 


The second exception was granted to priests under the 
jurisdiction of the bishops of England and Wales. It 
followed a request by Cardinal John Heenan of 
Westminster, England, in 1971, who said the exception 
was needed because of the strong historical attachment 
English and Welsh Catholics felt for the old liturgy. 


FATHER CUTHBERT Johnson, who handles 
English-language letters on the issue for the. Vatican 
congregation that issued the decree, said that the decision 
was not made on the basis of popular demand. 


“Although the requests for permission to use the pre- 
conciliar missal were not numerous, the fact that now and 
again, with regularity, a few letters continued to arrive 
made it difficult to ignore the question,”’ he said. ‘‘It still 
seems there are people who need this.’’

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Junipero Serra: A priest among the people 


At Jalpan, Father Serra worked for 
economic betterment, realizing that the 
more progressive it was, the more stable 
and beneficial would be his religious 
ministrations. ‘The harvests each year 
under his administration were not only 
sufficient, but sometimes abundant. 


The Indians were given their own 
parcels of land to produce corn, beans, 
and pumpkins; occasionally they were 
presented with a yoke of oxen and seeds 
for planting. Women were taught 
spinning, knitting and sewing. The 


' Indians were encouraged to sell their 


wares at places like Zimapan, a mining 
center. 


BEFORE LEAVING the Sierra 
Gorda, Serra proposed the notion of 
constructing a large stone church, ample 
enough to hold the entire congregation. 
Work on the edifice was scheduled for 
those periods of the year when the Indians 
were not attending to their fields. 


The friar worked alongside the 
laborers. In his torn gray habit, no one 
would have recognized the ex-professor of 
theology at the Lullian University among 
the crew of workers. It took seven years to 
complete the church which is still used for 
divine worship by the descendants of the 
18th century Pames.

The 
song speaks realistically of that experience 
we call falling in love. 


People in love often experience the 
awkward feelings and situations described 
in the song. There are times when we 
don’t know what to say or we say 
something inappropriate while trying to 
be funny.. Other times couples find 
themselves in differing moods, as in the 
song’s description: ‘‘Just when I’m in a 
serious mood, she is suddenly quiet and 
shy.”’ 

Joel describes the feeling of being 
““frightened out of my mind.’’ Perhaps he 
feels this way because the relationship is 
moving too fast. He fears he will ‘“‘run out 
of places to hide.”’ 


Perhaps youths can identify with the 
ironic sensation of both desiring ‘a re- 
lationship to continue yet being afraid 
of it. In the song’s opening words, Joel 
sings, ‘‘even though I’m _ in love, 
sometimes I get so afraid.” 

A couple needs to keep a sense of 


humor about these situations. Society 
creates the impression that ‘‘true 


romance’ unfolds perfectly. Such an’ 


impression is an illusion, however, since 
love goes through many imperfect times 
and situations. Learning to laugh at these 
times often helps couples move beyond 
them. 


Joel’s advice is accurate: There are 
times when it is best to leave a tender 
moment alone. Words often fail to 
adequately express feelings. And silence is 
sometimes more eloquent than words.

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EI jesuita quien se hizo

Unas de las grandes manchas en la 
historia. de la humanidad ha sido la 
instituci6n de la esclavitud. En nuestra 
época nos parece inconcebible que un ser 
humano pueda ser propiedad de otro, 
como si fuera un perro, 0 un automévil, o 
una silla, que se compra por dinero y se 
usa al puro gusto de su duefio. 


Pero esta sensitividad es un desarrollo 
muy reciente. Hasta hace un par de 
generaciones, la esclavitud era una parte 
integrante de la estructura social y 
econdémica de casi todas las civilizaciones, 
orientales y occidentales, primitivas y 
desarrolladas, antiguas y modernas. Era 
la abolicién de la esclavitud lo que era 
inconcebible. Tan inconcebible como la 
abolicidn de la familia, de los gobiernos o 
de la moneda. 


AUN LA venida del Cristianismo no 
cambié de pronto esta actitud. Como 
vemos por la Epistola a Filemon, San 
Pablo se conformaba con exhortar a sus 
cristianos a que trataran con amor a sus 
esclavos, pero nunca se le occurrié que el 
mero hecho de tener esclavos, tratandolos 
bien o mal, fuera un pecado contra la 
naturaleza. El mismo Fray Bartolomé de 
las Casas, que tanta gloria merece como 
defensor de nuestros indios contra los 
abusos de los conquistadores, tomaba la 
esclavitud en si como cosa natural. A 
causa. de esto el dominico cometid el 
tremendo error de sugerir que se 
importaran esclavos para el trabajo de las 
minas y las haciendas, ya que consideraba 
gue la raza negra era mas fuerte que los 
indios, y asi podria soportar los trabajos 
que los indios no aguantaban. 


El trato de esclavos entréd al Nuevo 
Mundo sin que nadie protestara contra 
esta iniquidad, aunque la caridad 
cristiana impulsara a algunos a tratar al 


menos de aliviarla. Los pobres negros 


necesitaban alivio. Alla en su tierra 
africana, cafan prisioneros en alguna 
guerra entre las tribus, o caian victimas 


de secuestradores, viéndose arrastrados a_ 


los costas de Guinea, donde los vendian a 
los blancos a cuatro ducados por cabeza. 
Entonces, como si fueran ganado, los 
amontonaban en la bodega de un barco, 
apifiados como sardinas en lata para 
cruzar el ancho Atlantico. Lo cruzaron 
sin luz, con poco aire, sin poder banarse y 
casi sin comer ni beber, hasta llegar a 
Cartagena de Indias (en la actual 
republica de Colombia, entonces Nueva 


Granada) que era en aquel entonces el ; 


puerto central para el trato de esclavos. 


Los que sobrevivian esta terrible 
experiencia — verdadero anticipo del 
infierno — eran vendidos a 200 ducados 
por cabeza y pasaban a una vida un poco 
menos infernal, pero todavia terrible. 
Vida de mucho trabajo, poco descanso y 
ninguna dignidad, sin volver a saber de 
su patria ni de su familia, injertados en un 
mundo extrafio, cuyas costumbres y 


razones no comprendian, péro, al que | 


tenian que adaptarse a las buenas 0 a las 
malas. 


Discipulo de un santo 


ESTA CIUDAD de Cartagena. de- 


India, con su riqueza material y su 
increible miseria humana, fue el 
ambiente en que se hizo santo el Padre 
Pedro Claver. Hijo de campesinos 
catalanes, Pedro habia estudiado en la 
Universidad de Barcelona, preparandose 
para el sacerdocio secular. Pero en 1601, 
a los 20 afios de edad, ingresd a la 
Compaiiia de Jest. Enviado a estudiar 
filosofia- al Colegio de Montesidn en 
Palma de Mallorca, alli conocid a otro 
futuro santo, el Hno. Alfonso Rodriguez, 
portero del Colegio, el cual le sirvid como 
maestro en la oracidn constante y en la 
mas absoluta humildad. 


Estas lecciones le habian de ser mas 
Uitiles en el futuro que las filosofias y 
teologias que estudiaba en el salén de 
clase porque el contacto mistico con Dios 
y la humildad heroica habian de ser las 
dos bases de su vocacién futura, sin las 


cuales no hubiera podido soportar el 
agobiante apostolado que Dios le tenia 
preparado. Por revelacién divina, el Hno. 
Alfonso sugirid a Pedro que Dios lo 
llamaba a las misiones del Nuevo Mundo, 
y Pedro se ofrecid de  voluntario, 
acabando sus estudios sacerdotales en 
América y ordendndose en Cartagena de 


Indias. 


Alli el recién ordenado P. Claver 
encontr6 a su segundo inspirador, el P. 
Alonso de Sandoval, jesuita limefio que se 
habia dedicado al ministerio de los 
esclavos, pero que murio poco después. El 
P. Claver continué y perfeccioné la obra 
que el P. Sandoval habia comenzado, 
anadiendo a sus votos finales como jesuita 
el voto de ser ‘‘esclavo de los esclavos 
para siempre.”’ 


CUANDO UN barco negrero atracaba 
en el puerto, el P. Claver bajaba al muelle 
cargado de medicinas, frutas, ropa, 
tabaco y aguardiente. Se dedicaba a 
curar, consolar y tranquilizar a los pobres 
negros que bajaban del barco muertos de 
hambre y sed, desorientados y asustados. 
Primero el cuidado y luego la 
evangelizacién porque, para ganarse su 
confianza, el jesuita decia que ‘‘primero 
hay que hablarles con las manos, y mas 
tarde podremos hablarles con los labios.’’ 
Luego el mensaje de Cristo. 


El] P. Claver no recibid el don de 
lenguas como San Francisco Solano, pero 
utilizaba cuadros y estampas de la vida de 
Cristo, del cielo y del infierno, de las 
obras de misericordia y de _ los 
Sacramentos. Organizé6 un grupo de 
intérpretes, esclavos que él mismo habia 
comprado a sus amos y que conocian bien 
el espafiol y las diversas lenguas africanas, 
y que iban traduciendo sus sermones y 
explicaciones. Con la ayuda de estos 
intérpretes les iba explicando las verdades 
de la fe y haciéndoles ver que, a pesar de 
que el mundo los despreciaba y los trataba 
como animales, a los ojos de Dios sus 
almas tenian un valor infinito, y que Dios 
les amaba tanto que su Hijo habia 
derramado toda su sangre por salvarlos. 
Les iba ensefiado esta sencilla oracidn: 
*‘Jesucristo, Hijo de Dios, Tu has de ser 
mi padre y mi madre y todo mi bien. Me 
arrepiento de haber pecado contra ti. 
Sefior, yo te quiero mucho, mucho, 


-mucho.’’ 


En 40 anos de apostolado el-P. Claver 
recibid, instruyé y bautizé unos 300,000 
esclavos. Fueron 40 afios de lucha titanica 
porque el trabajo y la fatiga que le costaba

cada nuevo cargamento de esclavos era 
increible, por no hablar del sofocante mal 
olor de esos desgraciados que llevaban 
meses amontonados en una bodega sin 
aire fresco y sin poderse banar. 


EL MISMO P. Sandoval escribidé una 
vez que cuando llegaba un barco negrero 
al puerto, no podia reprimir los 
escalofrios al pensar en el trabajo que le 
esperaba, y que, a pesar de los afios que 
llevaba en ese ministerio, nunca se pudo 
acostumbrar. Cuando Ilegaba el ‘‘tiempo 
muerto’’, en que los vientos contrarios no 
permitian el viaje de Africa a Cartagena, 
el P. Claver no tomaba vacaciones, sino 
que recorria las minas y las haciendas del 
interior, confesando a los esclavos y 
continuando su trabajo de evangelizacién 
y catequesis. 


Criticas y persecuciones 


Este trabajo heroico e incesante no le 
trajo la admiracidn de la ciudad, sino mas 
bien criticas y persecuciones. Los 
hacendados se quejaban de que no hacia 
falta tanto rezo y catecismo cuando sus 
negros podian estar trabajando, que para 
eso fue que los compraron y no para estar 
en la iglesia. Y las sefioras encopetadas 
decian que después que el P. Claver 
Ilenaba la iglesia de esa chusma, no se 
atrevian ellas a ir, por miedo a que se les 
pegara alguna enfermedad o a 
desmayarse con el mal olor. 


En su misma orden jesuita, el P. Claver 
recibié bastante incomprensiédn. Mas de 
una vez el P. General tuvo que escribir a

descorazonarse. 


LA VERDAD es que el P. Claver, al 
tratar a los negros como lo que eran: hijos 
de Dios y hermanos en Cristo, causaba 
inquietudes de conciencia a los que les 
tratan como animales. Aunque nunca 
predico en contra de esclavitud, sus obras 
y su vida eran un sermé6n elocuentisimo 
sobre la parabola del Buen Samaritano. 
Los que no ‘“‘iban y hacian como él,’’ 
quedaban silenciosa e involuntariamente 
acusados de fariseos. 


Algunos  pocos_” reaccionaron 
positivamente a este sermon silencioso.

Don’ Francisco Nufiez de Quero, 
caballero de la orden de Calatrava, tuvo 
el valor de acompafiarlo mas de una vez a 
recibir y confortar a los esclavos en el 
muelle, sin importarle el ‘‘que dirdn’’ de 
los demas aristécratas, y Dofia Isabel de 
Urbina, esposa de un oficial de la 
guarnicion, siempre estaba dispuesta a 
cooperar con dinero y con comida y a dar 
la cara por el P. Claver en las reuniones 
de sociedad. 


Los pobres hacen la caridad 


Pero-la- mayoria de su cooperadores , 
venia de los mismos negros, a quienes el 
P. Claver ensefiaba a practicar la caridad 
ayudando a los que eran mas 
desgraciados atin que ellos: los esclavos 
recién lIlegados, los mendigos y_ los 
leprosos. Asi iban aprendiendo que ellos 
no eran sdlo ‘‘objetos de caridad,’’ sino 
que también podian ejercerla; que no sdlo 
podian recibir, sino que atin, en su 
miseria, podian tener la dignidad de dar y 
ayudar. 

ADEMAS DE los intérpretes que ya 
hemos mencionado, y sin los cuales su 
trabajo de evangelizacién hubiera sido 
imposible, varias mujeres se dedicaron a 
cooperar con él en su obras de caridad. 
Margarita del Cabo Verde, esclava de 
Dofia Isabel de Urbina preparaba 
sabrosas comidas para los enfermos -y 
leprosos. Angela Rodriguez, esclava 
libertada por sus amos, le acompafiaba a 
visitar los hospitales, mientras que & 
esclava Bernadina — sin apellido siquiera. 
— dedicé sus pocas horas libres por 30 
anos a recoger limosnas para los 
enfermos. 

Otras dos esclavas le ayudaban a 
recoger los cadaveres de los esclavos que 
los amos tiraban a la calle como perros 
muertos; ellas les daban cristiana 
sepultura y el P. Claver les decia la Misa 
de requiem. Otra esclava, Isabel Folupa, 
se encargaba de preparar a los demas 
esclavos para la Primera Comunién, no 
solo ensefidndoles el catecismo, sino 
llendndoles de fervor y devocién. Otros 
mas organizaron hasta una banda de 
musica, para alegrar a los enfermos con 
sus melodias.

Y asi, por 40 largos afios, el P. Claver® 
cumplié su voto de ser esclavo de los 
esclavos, luchando por aliviarles y por 
llevarles a Cristo. Pero atin le quedaba 
otra cruz que cargar. El, que habia 
compartido con los esclavos el hambre, la 
sed y las fatigas, tenia que compartir al fin 
con ellos la impotencia y el abuso. 


Y ASI, cuatro afios antes de su muerte, 
Dios permitio que cayera paralizado, 
justo cuando una epidemia habia¥® 
reducido a la mitad del personal del 
colegio jesuita. Como los padres y 
hermanos: no daban a basto para el 
trabajo del colegio, tuvieron que poner al 
invalido a cargo de un esclavo negro

a empujones, se olvidaba de traerle la 
comida y el agua haciéndole pasar 
hambre y sed, al fin se la llevaba, dejaba 
las sobras en el cuarto, donde atraian 
moscas y sabandijas. a 


En el verano de 1654, Ilegs a 
Cartagena el P. Diego Ramirez Farina, 
enviado por el Rey Felipe IV con el 
encargo de trabajar entre los esclavos. 
Lleno de alegria al ver que su obra 4 
tendria continuador el P. Claver se hizo 
llevar a donde él para darle la bienvenida 
y luego se preparé a morir porque ya no 
haria falta. El dia de la Navidad de 
Maria, 8 de septiembre de 1654, entregé 
su alma a Dios el esclavo de los esclavos. 
Dos siglos mas tarde fue canconizado > 
junto con su maestro de juventud, el 
portero Alfonso Rodriguez y fue 
proclamado patrén de todas las misiones 
entre negros.

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Country film supports 
sturdy American values

NEW YORK (NC) — Country comes, either by 
coincidence or by response to a national mood, at the 
same time as Places in the Heart; another film that 
supports the sturdy American virtues of characters caught 
in the grip of hard times. The hard times depicted in 
Country, however, are not the years of the Great 
Depression but rather the present. 


Gil Ivy (Sam Shepard) and his wife Jewell (Jessica 
Lange) own a farm in Iowa on land that her family has 
been living on and working for more than a century. 
Now, however, they’re caught in a squeeze whose 
elements are low farm prices, adverse weather conditions 
and the interest burden of huge government loans 
extended in more flourishing times. And so the threat of 
bankruptcy looms. 


GIL CAVES in under the pressure and becomes a 
mean drunk. Jewell, however, is made of sterner stuff. 
She rallies her neighbors in a style familiar from old Frank 
Capra movies and the embattled farmers take their stand, 


not like Revolutionary War heroes by the rude bridge that . 


arched the flood, but at an auction forced by government 
‘action. They face down the bureaucrats, and the film ends 
on a strong note of hope. 


The acting’ is very good with Lange, in particular, 
standing out as the courageous Jewell. 


True, William D. -Wittliff’s script is a bit too 
predictable, Lange’s Jewell (like Sally Field’s heroine in 
Places in the Heart) is a shade too perfect for credibility 
and her husband’s collapse seems little more than an 
arbitrary plot device to make manifest this perfection. 
Nevertheless, Country is still a very good movie. 


RICHARD PEARCE’S direction catches well the 
rhythm and feel of rural life and the subtle shifts in the 
moods of his characters. Another strong point is the 
splendid cinematography of David M. Walsh which 
conveys so well the bleakness of an Iowa winter. 


Some humorous byplay occasioned by a nosy young 
sister discovering a contraceptive in her big brother’s 
room makes this questionable fare for younger viewers. 
The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it A-I] — 
adults and adolescents. The Motion Picture Association 
of America rating is PG — parental guidance suggested.
